STEEL COACHES SAVE 
LIVES AS TRAIN WRECKED 


Edmonton, April 138. — Derailment 
of the Continental Limited Canadian 
National Railway flier, near Edson, 
Alberta, ‘early Sunday morning, 
caused injury to 23 passengers and 
six members of the crew. 

Railway investigators probed, the 
cause of the derailment today, but a 
broken rail was believed responsible 
for the mishap. 

Seven of the injured, one of whom 
is in a critical condition, are in hos- 
pital at Edson while the others re- 
sumed their journey westward after 
obtaining medical attention at the 
scene of the wreck. 

When the train struck. the track 
obstruction, the passengers were 
sleeping. Many were hurled from 
their berths. The heavy mountain 
locomotive and baggage car remain- 
ed on the rails. The colonist car left 
the rails but remained upright while 
the day coach, tourist sleeper, diner 
and a Pullman car plunged down 
80-foot embankment overturning as 
they went.

FREIGHT SERVICES VERSUS 
TRUCK TRANSPORTATION 


For some years the railways i.n 
Canada, the United States and'Great 
Britain have been faced with a less- 
ening in revenue from passenger 
traffic on short hauls, gradually in- 
creasing loss as the number of motor- 
ists grows, due to the automobile, 
not only in the hands of the private 
owner but in the hands of those who, 
for charges closely approximating 
those of the railways, carry in busses 


passengers from point to point. This, | 


and the service offered by’ bus lines 
is meant particularly, is apparently 
a situation which cannot be: bettered 
from the point of view of the rail- 
road as the _ service, stopping at 
closely located points to pick up or 
drop passengers, is ‘one with which 
the steam roads would find it im- 
possible to compete, and it is unques- 
tionably more pleasant, in warm 
weather at any rate, to skim along 
the highways through the choicest 
farm lands and enter the cities upon 
boulevarded streets through the resi- 
dential districts than it is to travel 
in a passenger coach on rails through 
what is, in the older sections of the 
country at least, usually a less pleas- 
ing part of the countryside and enter 
the cities through crowded railway 
yards with one’s view of the bleak 
walls of factories or warehouses ob- 
scured by smoke and soot. j 

While this situation is serious from 
the standpoint of the railways it is 
by no means the most serious phase; 
of the competition growing through 
the use of large vans and freight 


trucks upon the highways for the 
transportation of loads of freight, 
large or small, between points al- 


ready well’ served by the railways. 
This competition, if it is allowed .to 
grow unchecked, will result in seri- 
ious losses to the transportation com- 
panies with the resultant drastic cuts 
in service at no direct benefit to the 
people ‘of the country who transfer 
their freight shipments from the steel 
rails and rolling stock of the rail- 
ways to the rubber-tired, gasoline- 
driven freight vans of private individ- 
uals and the highways built, main- 
tained and paid for by the taxpayers 
of the various provinces. It may be 
said, of course, that the public is en- 
titled to competition from other 
forms of transportation sucb as 
busses, trucks, etc., but, insofar as 
can be seen, the railroads of the 
country will provide the backbone of 
transportation for many years and 
such competition as that given by 
freight trucks driven over public high- 
ways, with a comparatively small in- 
vestment in rolling stock and no 
charge.or at best a small charge 
(license fee, etc.) for the use of the 
public highways,| can ‘Scarcely: ibe 
described as fair by even the most 
pronounced railway critic. . 
Last week The Review ordered by 
telephone from a warehouse in Re- 
gina a shipment of stock which was 
required. Instructions were given to 
have the shipment placed in the 
freight sheds so it would arrive in 
Weyburn the next day. Instead of fol- 
lowing instructions the shipment was 
routed by freight van and it was de- 
livered at the office upon the day re- 
quired.

This one shipment to Weyburn 
will not have much effect upon the 
rates or the service given at this 
point by the transportation companies 
or upon the rates or service of a local 
draying firm. But, if this shipment 
were multiplied by ten thousand then 
the effect would be felt. Men who ar2 
citizens of Weyburn, employees of 
the transportation companies, would 
be thrown out of work or placed up- 
on short time with resultant decrease 
in earnings and in purchasing power 
—a freight service which is now upon 
a daily basis might be changed to 
once or twice a week with impaired 
service to the local freight users— 
merchants and others in the commu- 
nity would still further feel the pinch 
of depression, and to what end — a 
furthering of unfair competition at 
public expense and the money, a por- 
tion of which would ibe spent in Wey- 
burn, going to Regina freighters and 
gasoline depots in that city. 

The Board of Trade has been ac- 
tive in securing a first-class train 
service for the city of Weyburn and 
has spent much time and effort upon 
it. It now remains for the freight ship- 
pers of the city to use the railway 
facilities provided so that they will 
not be curtailed und so the freight 
business will enure to the benefit of 
Weyburn instead of other points —

A VOCATIONAL y 
GUIDANCE PROGRAM 


(By Dr. H. BE. Smith, University of 
Alberta)’ 

One of the most difficult choices 
which the modern youth has to make 
is that of a wocation. It is the rare 
child who seems {by nature to be 
“cut out” for qa particular life work. 
The majority evince no particular in- 
clination in any direction. Few 
youths have more than a vague know- 
ledge of the different possible occu- 
pations, their entrance requirements, 
their demands of time, energy and 
ability, their limitations, and their 
recompenses. Still fewer, have the 
opportunity to gain any adequate 
range of experience in the several oc- 
cupational activities. 


A Threefold Program 

It is recognized that the vocational 
needs of students should be met by 
the higher elementary and secondary 
schools. In the more _ progressive 
school systems the vocational guid- 
ance program is divided into three 
parts beginning in Grade VII. and 
continuing throughout high: school. 

First, a Study of Occupations is 
introduced as one of the regular 
courses for Grade VII. The purpose 
of the course is introductory and it 
gives actual information regarding 
the leading occupations. In some 
schools the work is based upon a 
textbook especially prepared for the 
purpose, and in“other schools a sylla- 
bus is used. 


The second part of the program 
consists of a course of Exploratory 
Occupational Studies. This is _fre- 
quently a two-year course placed in 
Grades VIII. and IX. It is definitely 
prevocational, and its purpose ig 
orientation. It is designed to aid the 
pupil (1) in discovering himself, his 
interests and abilfties, and (2); in 
choosing his field of usefulness in 
the work of the world. It is a 
“broadening and finding” course in 
which there is provided a sampling 
of many different. vocations in order 
that the pupil may experience occu- 
pational activities as wide and varied 
in range as time and circumstances 
will permit. The ultimate purpose of 
the course is to provide for the pupil 
effective vocational guidance. At 
the same time it should create with- 
in every pupil an attitude of symp- 
athetic ‘understanding towards work- 
ers in all occupations, and should in- 
duce an appreciation of the dignity 
of labor. 

Laboratories and workshops are 
provided as generously as finances 
will permit.

$1419.17 to finance $40,000’ for six 
months? Of course it may, and 
does, as he does it, and because he 
happens to be a larger’ taxpayer 
than the writer of this article, does 
not in any way prove his system to 
be infallable. If friend Ballhorn de- 
sires $1000 loan from, the bank \for 
some work on his farm in October, 
does he borrow that money in April 
and leave it in the bank, and pay 
7% interest on it for six months? 
He certainly does not. He draws that 
loan on the ist of October and pays 
interest for one month, not six. Ap- 
plying the same principle to the bor- 
rowings of the Council, and borrow- 
ing as needed per month, at the rate 
of one-sixth of $40,000 per month, 
even allowing for an extra increase 
of 1% in the interest rate, I find on 
that system a saving in interest 
alone of $485.85, and if the present 
system has fbheen in vogue very long
